Houses Open, Larders Full, 
Wine on Tap, Beds Made, 
but 82,000 Citi- 
zens Gone. 


FEAR TERMONDE FATE. 


Entire Populace, Acting on 
Orders, Quits City Rather 
than to Face Foe's 
Coming.

GHENT, Sept. 28. —- What in some of its 


aspects is the most remarkable ind- 
dent in the whole course of the Beigian 
campaign occurred today by order of the 
Belgian military authorities. 

Alost has been evacuated by the entire 
civilian population of 33,200. Nota Bel- 
Han remained in the place at 3 o'clock 
this afternoon. 

This is in answer to the crime of Ter- 
monde. That town was wiped out witha 
completeness never known in history and 
in the process hundreds of defenseless 
people perished. 

To save Alost, three times ite size, from 
a-similar fate the government has taken 
the sensational step of ordering its com- 
plete abandonment to the last man, wom- 
an, and child. 


Germans Find City Deserted. 
Yesterday morning there were thou- 
sands of civilians quietly pursuing their 
avocations under the shadow of the com- 
ing eter in Alost and the surrounding

J Quiet as a sepulcher. 


What is happening tonight we can only 
guess, but we know that-when the Ger- 
man advance guard. came it found the 
doors of all the houses open, food in all 
the larders ready to be eaten, wine to be 
drunk, and beds to be slept in—all that 
an army could desire—all but something 
to kill. 

It is not possible yet to obtain fully co- 
herent accounts of what led to the pres- 
ent evacuation, but I will attempt a gen- 
eral outline. 


Spies Sent as “Refugees,” 
Yesterday afternoon the Germans sent a 
body of spies, some fifty in number, dis- 
guised as refugees from villages farther 
afield. They came and melted away. 
Then more “ peasants appeared, bring- 
ing their household goods on little carts 
drawn by dogs, which are universally em- 
ployed in Belgium. 

Belgians lancers and cyclists were in 

strong force in the centerof the town and 
the streets were full of people, many of 
them preparing voluntarily for the trek 
which afterward became compulsory and 
universal. 
Suddenly the peasants " swung round 
their little carts, flung away the coverings 
from their contents, and poured a hail of 
lead into soldiers and civilians alike. As 
war goes on the German side it must be 
counted a daring and brilliant raid, for the 
result was carnage with little lose to the 
invaders, 


Mother Mourns Two Children. 

On the Ghent road this afternoon 1 
saw @ woman conspicuous by her sobs 
among the tens of thousands in the le- 
mentable procession. She had lost her 
two children, one shot in the neck, the 
other in the forehead. Several women 
also were killed in this brilliant piece of 
work. 

That night imperative orders were given 
for every person in Alost and the vil- 
lages round to leave the following morn- 
ing for Ghent. Since daybreak they 
have been streaming out by the high 
roads. The pitiable crowd hardly es- 
caped the bombardment. At 10 o'clock 
shells began to drop in the town. 

I have spent most of the day on the 
road watching the flood of misery roll 
by. 
highway teemed with painfully moving 
people bowed beneath the weight of their 
most necessary or treasured possessions. 
Nuns, priests, middle aged bourgeoisie 
bereft of the savings Of a lifetime, peas- 
ants with ox carts, toddling children, aged 
women—these and many more moved for- 
ward like wayworn cattle in bewllder- 
ment and sorrow, helping one another— 
cheering one another. 

Children, Even, Suspicious. 

I offered some children chocolates, but 
‘they refused them, imagining them poli- 
soned by the Germans. The.sight of a 
foreigner on the road would make them 
wail and turn away their faces, The yell 
and roar of ermored cars tearing by, the 
sight of artillery posted on rising ground, 
the hum of seroplanes overhead, the rat- 
tle of distant mitrailieuses in action were 
nothing to them; but the sight of a strange 
face and the sound of an unaccustomed 
tongue made them weep. What they had 
learnt to fear in these last few weeks was 
mankind. 

In Ghent tonight are many thousands of 
these poor people herded together on 
straw in the Palais des Fetes.

LONDON, Sept. 29.—One who signs 
himself “A Neutral” and is now with 
the German army sends the following to 
the Times:

| LONDON, Sept. 29.—The official présa 


bureau today gave out a statement which 


“The following descriptive account, 
which haz been communicated by an eye- 
witness at present with the general head- 
quarters, continues and supplements the 
narrative published yesterday of the 
movements of the British force and of 
the French armies in immediate touch 
with it: 

. Wednesday, Sept. 23. was a perfect au- 
tumn day. It passed without incident as 
regards major operations. Although the 
enemy concentrated their heavy artillery 
upon the plateau near Passy, nothing 
more than inconvenience was caused. 

“The welcome absence of wind gave 
our airmen a chance of which they took 
full advantage by gathering much infor- 
mation. 


British Airman Is Wounded. 

“Unfortunately, one of our aviators 
who had been particularly active in an- 
noying the enemy by dropping bombs was 
wounded in a duel in theair. Being alone 
on a single seated monoplane, he was 
not able to use his rifle, and while circling 
above a German two seated machine in 
an endeavor to get within pistol shot he 
was hit by the observer of the German 
machine, who was armed with a rifle. 

He managed to fly back over our lines 
and by great good luck he descended 
close to a motor ambulance, which at 
once conveyed hm to a hospital. 

„Against this may be set off the fact 
that another of our flyers exploded » 
bomb among some artillery horses, kill- 
ing several and stampeding the others. 

„On Thursday, Sept. , the fine weath- 
er continued, as did the lull in the action, 
the heavy German shells falling mostly 
near Parghah, twelve miles south-south- 
east of Laon. 

“On both Wednesday and Thursday 
the weather was 80 fine that many flights 
were made by the aviators, French, Brit- 
ish, and German. These produced a cor- 
responding activity among the anti-air- 
craft guns. 

“From the places mentioned as being 
the chief targets for the enemy’s heavy 
howitzers it will be seen that the Ger- 
mans are now inclined to concentrate 
their fire systefhatically upon definite 
areas in which their aviators think they

PROMOTE PEACE 


British Officials Expect 
Wilson to Be Arbitrator 
Eventually. 


TO BAR FUTURE WAR? 


LONDON, Sept. 9. — Since President 
Wilson made his statement that peace 
overtures were premature at the time, 
English officials have felt reassured and 
they now express confidence that the 
United Sta tes at the proper time will exert 
its good offices te bring the war to a close 
under conditions insuring 4 permanent 
peace in Europe. 

High officials today expressed con- 
fidence that the United States, after the 
continental combatants had become 
somewhat exhausted by the struggle, 
would exert a powerful influence for 
peace and make it possible to negotiatea 
treaty which would require European 
nations to submit their future differences 
to the United States for arbitration, thus 
making a recurrence of the war impossi- 
ble. 


PEACE PROSPECT BRIGHTENS. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 29.—In dipio- 
matic quarters the attitude of London 
officials as outlined in today’s dispatches 
was regarded as giving a much more en- 
couraging outlook for the ultimate ac- 
complishment of peace.. 

It is pointed out that, even though 
President Wilson’s tender of mediation 
is not pressed at the present moment, yet 
it stands open as a convenient means of 
approaching the subject and provides the 
means for continuous informa] discus- 
sion of peace prospects, out of which 
sooner: or later may come some definite 
and tangible proposal. It is felt that the 
first prerequisite is to have England, 
France and Russia, the nations evhich 
have signed an agreement binding them- 
selves not to make peace separately, con- 
sider among themselves some basis for 
treating with the other powers with which 
they are at war. 

‘ Bryan’s Hand Is Seen. 

The suggestion from London of a 
treaty requiring European nations to sub- 
mit their mutual differences to the arbi- 
tration of the United States is thought 
to be an outgrowth of Secretary Bryan's 
peace treaties, recently signed with Eng- 
land, France, and many other countries 
The essential features of these treaties is 
in requiring a year’s time for the dis- 
cussion of a dispute before resorting to 
War. 

In some diplomatic quarters the view 
prevails that this principle ultimately 
may be extended as between European 
powers, so that the initiative of the 
United States would thus serve to bring 
together many nations, including those 
now at war, in a comprehensive plan to 
avert a precipitate recourse to war. 


CHARGES PLOT TO TURN 
U.S. AGAINST GERMANY. 


Untrue Reports to Press Declared 


Part of Conspiracy, Says Speaker 
at Washington Massmeeting. 


Long standing conspiracy to foster anti- 
German sentiment in the United States 
was charged yesterday by Ernest Brunc- 
ken of the Library of Congress, who 
spoke before a German-American mass- 
meeting in Washington, according to a 
dispatch received by the Illinois Staats 
Zeitung. 

Untrue reports of Germany's real posi- 
tion in European affairs, Mr. Bruncken 
declared, have been sent to the American 
press for years. 

“Tt is not easy to fix the guilt on in- 
dividuals,” he said, but it ie obvious 
that euch a plot existed. Cable dispatches 
have contained covert attacks on Ger- 
many. The empefor constantly has been 
referred to as the war lord and auto- 
crat,’ while so-called ‘ militariem’ has 
been dweit upon at every conceivable op- 
portunity. This constant repetition has 
had for its purpose the creating of un- 


conscious prejudice against Germany in 


the minds of American readers.“ 
The Rev. Paul A. Menzel, formerly of 


Tilinois, presided at the meeting, which 
was attended by 2,000 persons. 


CHINA’S ARMY | 
HINDERS JAPS 


Wrecks Bridges in Shan- 
Tung; Resembles Bel- 
gian Case. 


GERMANS FALL BAER. 


WEI-HSIEN, Shantung, China, Sept. 
29.—Chinese troops today blew up and 
destroyed the railroad bridges at Tayu- 
Ho, six miles west of here. 

The sound of the explosion could be 
heard in this city. 

This is the frst indication that Chinese 
troops have taken any active part in 
opposing the military operations of the 
Japanese in Shan-Tung province in the 
latter's campaign against the Germans 
in the leased territory of Kiau-Chau. 

To facilitate this campaign the Jap- 
anese landed in Chinese territory. At this 
China protested, but the protest was ig- 
nored by Japan. 

Recent dispatches from Peking said 
the Chinese believed the Japanese in- 
tended to capture all the railroad stations 
to the west of Wei-Hsien. Three hundre} 
Japanese cavalrymen left Wei-Hsien re- 
cently, going west along the railroad. 


Tsing-Tau Is Invested. 

PEKING, China, Sept. 2¥.—ihe Ger- 
mans in Kiao-Chau have evacuated the 
Waldersee line of défense before an over- 
whelming force oftheenemy. Tsing-Tau 
is now completely invested. The German 
losses were small. 

This information fe contained in a dis 
patch received here from a German 
source at Tsi-Nan, Shan-Tung, which evi- 
dently is a wireless communication from 
Tsing-Tau. It adds that the Japanese 
armored cruiser squadron bombarded 
Teing-Tau Monday without doing any 
damage. 

Japanese official reports corroborate 
the foregoing and explain that the en- 
gagement occurred Monday morning. 
They declare further that the Germans 
are now back on their main line of de- 
fense, five miles from Tsing-Tau, and 
that Japanese troops occupy heights com- 
manding the lines which the Germans 
now hold. Three German warships inside 
Tsing-Tau harbor and two Japanese aero- 
planes participated in the fighting. 


Japs Rout German Force. 

TOKIO, Sept. 20.—An officia! announce- | 
ment today concerning the progress of 
events in Kiau-Chau says: 

Japanese forces during the day and 
night of Sept. 27 drove the enemy in the 
direction of Tsing-Tau. 

The Japanese casualties were 150. The 
German losses are not known, but fifty 
men and four machine guns were cap- 
tured. This action, which was speedier 
than anticipated, has accelerated the gen- 
eral attack.

which is owned by the stockholders of the 
other. 

Under shelter of this provision the Na- 
tional City bank of New York, it 4s as- 
serted, will be enabled to revive its Na- 
tional City company, which it was com- 
pelled to abandon as the result of former 
Attorney General Wiekersham'e declara- 
tion that the cheracree of the affiliation 
constituted a violation of the spirit if not 
the letter of the national banking act. 

Through the medium of the National 
City company the National City bank was 
enabled to hold the stock of other banks 
and to make other investments not per- 
missible to national banks. 


Fight on Provision Planned. 

A fight will be made in both the house 
and senate to eliminate this exemption. 
Some of the members of the banking and 
eurrency committees of both houses char- 
actcrige it as a joker and blame the 
house judiciary committee for acepting 
the provision. 

There are about 300 national banks and 
state trust companies whose affiliations 
will be sanctioned by congress if this ex- 
emption is retained in the bill.

First Step in Trade Exten- 
sion Throughout Na- 
. tions South. 


OPENING MADE BY WAR. 


Salesmen from Chicago representing 
the American Continent Trading corpo- 
ration will open a branch of the corpora- 
tion in Colon, Panama, in two weeks. 
This is the first step of the corporation, 
composed largely of members of the Chi- 
cago Association of Commerce, to get 
trade in South and Central America. 
Before Jan. 1 the company expects to 
open a branch office in Buenos Aires and 
Rio de Janeiro. This company was the 
first to take advantage of the European 
war, which cut off the German and Eng- 
lish supply of goods to South America, 
and prepare to sell goods made in the 
United States.

“Tt is upon these facts we rest our 
assured convictions that for men who de- 
sire to maintain the paramount obliga- 
tion of fidelity to their plighted word and 
their duty in defending weaker nations 
against violence and wrong, no possible 
course was open but that which our 
country has taken.“ 

efter reviewing the negotiations that 
preceded the war, the manifesto con- 
tinues: 

“We can only suppose, incredibls as it 
seems, that those honorable and gifted 
men who signed the German appeal were 
unaware of the obligations by which we 
were bound and also of the story of the 
negotiations.” 


Place Honor Above Peace. 

After expressing the hope that the time 
will come when it again will be their 
privilege to work with the German theo- 
logians in behalf of Christianity, the sign- 
ers of today’s manifesto add: 

“ There must be no mistake about our 
position. Eagerly desirous of peace, fore- 
most to the best of our ability in further- 
ing it, keen especially to promote a close 
fellowship betwen England and Germany 
we nevertheless have been driven to de- 
clare that dear to us as peace is, the 
principles of truth and honor are yet 
more dear. 

“We have taken our stand for inter- 
national good faith, for the safeguarding 
of smaller nationalities, for the uphold- 
ing of the essential conditions of brother- 
hood among the nations of the world.” 

Among the signers of the manifesto are 
the archbishops of Canterbury, York, and 
Armagh, the bishop of London, the Rev. 
R. J. Campbell, Dr. John Clifford, the 
Rev. F. B. Mayer, Dr. Campbell Morgan, 
and Dr. Robertson Nicholls. 


CATHEDRAL LOST TO ART. 


New York Architect Visits Reims 
and Says It Never Can 
Be Restored. 


PARIS, Sept. 20.—The artistic beauty 
of the cathedral at Reims, which suf- 
fered in the German bombardment of that 
town, never can be restored, in the opin- 
ion of Whitney Warren, the New York 
architect, who has just returned from 
Reims, where he made a thorough in- 
spection of the famous structure.

PRISON URGED 
FOR ‘GUN TOTERS’ 


City Judges Caverly and 
Seully Advise Council 
Committee. 


BILL MAY BE DRAWN. 


Two judges of the Municipal court yes- 
terday strongly urged the enactment of 
a law for the imprisonment of gun 
toters.“ 

Judge John R. Caverly and Judge Thom- 
as F. Scully appeared before the city 
council committee on crime, and they 
laid more emphasis on this recommenda- 
tion than any other suggestion they pre- 
sented. As a result it is probable the 
committee will have its counsel, Morgan 
L. Davies, prepare the necessary bill for 
presentation to the next legislature. 


“No Need of Crime Proof.“ 

„Gun carriers should be sent to prison,“ 
said Judge Caverly. There should be 
no need for the proof of crime. The find- 
ing of the weapon should be enough to 
warrant conviction. In the case of first 
offenders the present maximum fine of 
$200 should be imposed, but in the cases 
of former convicts there should be no 
alternative to a prison sentence. That 
will put an end to the gunmen.”’ 

Judge Scully urged that the state law 
be amended so that a prison sentencecan 
be imposed if the case merits that pun- 
ishment. 

“ Revolvers are made to kill and for no 
other purpose, the judge said. 

Both the judges argued that better 
methods of preparing cases should be 
provided. They condemned the present 
system of having cases called without the 
prosecuting attorneys having had a 
chance to familiarize themselves with 
the evidence. They also urged that more 
careful methods be used in the issuance 
of warrants. Judge Caverly recommend- 
ed a weekly school for desk sergeants, 
who have such questions in charge. 


“Shysters” on Wane. 

Judge Caverly told of the operations of 
“leeches” around police stations and 
courts. At Maxwell street, he said, one of 
these men wanted to charge a woman $10 
for permission to see a prisoner. Others, 
he said, would urge complainants in 
“clathes line rows to swear out war- 
rants for their neighbors. They did this, 
he explained, to get business for the 
“shyeter”’ lawyers for whom they are 
runners. He said the number of these 
“‘shysters"’ had decreased 90 per cent 
in recent years. He said some of the 
volunteer interpreters who hang around 
court rooms are among the “ leeches” 
and that some of them cannot be trusted 
to interpret honestly. 

Judge Scully said he was opposed to the 
system of fining lawbreakers, and said 
that arrests alone sometimes bring better 
results than arrests followed by fines. For 
the major offenses he urged Imprisonment 
for all offenders, regardless of their abil- 
ity to pay fines. 


WOULD GO SLOW IN QUEST 
FOR SUB-EQUATOR TRADE. 


Baldwin Locomotive Works Head 
Warns Committee South Ameri- 
can Finances Are Shaky. 


Philadelphia. Pa., Sept. 29.—A warning 
against overhasty efforts to establish 
broader trade relations with the South 
American countries since their commerce 
has been disrupted by the European war 
was uttered by Alba B. Johnson, president 
of the Baldwin locomotive works, at s 
meeting of the South American trade 
committee, which was permanently or- 
ganized here today. 

Mr. Johnson said the ambassador of 
the Argentine republic told him that the 
South American countries would turn 
naturally to the United States, but would 
have to build up trade with this country 
by slow degrees. 

“We have been told that Brazil. 
through the financial follies of its gov- 
ernment, practically is bankrupt,“ said 
Mr. Johnson. “ Since Chile has lost the 
European market for the output of its 
nitrate mines its condition is not prosper- 
ous, and just before the war began the 
Argentine republic spent vast sums upon 
public improvement schemes, and so has

Col. Roosevelt referred to the brewers’ 
amendmént to abolish.county option and 
prohibit prohibition and to the State-wide 
prohibition amendment submitted by the 
Anti-Saloon league. 


Liquor Fights Suffrage. 

He <harged the liquor men with bring- 
ing the issue on themselves. 

“I wish to speak of the issues befoge 
you in this state, he said. “ The brew- 
ers and distillers have taken the field 
against woman suffrage, because they re- 
gard the entry of women into tHe rights 
of citizenship as a danger to the domi- 
nance of liquor in politics, which they 
have been trying more and more to es- 
tablish. 

“I saw this in Michigan, where every 
saloon was headquarters for the fight 
against woman suffrage. 

In this state I ask you to remember 
that the issue was forced by the liquor 
interests. I have not been one of those 
who wanted to bring up the issue, and I 
regret that it has been brought up; but 
when it is brought up I am not afraid to 
face it. 


Counter Attack Made. 

“In thie state a counter attack is sig- 
nified by the dry amendment. The 
brewers and people subservient to them 
have made it evident that only one of 
two alternatives can be taken. 

Do you want to let the liquor interests 
dominate your parties, your public life, 
and your government? 

Lask you to give the women the right 
to vote, not only as a matter of right to 
them but as a matter of justice to the men 
who are striving to do what is right in 
public interest. | 

Give to the people the right to say 
whether they approve judge made laws, 
the same as they have a right to say con- 
cerning legislative made laws, and you 
will have removed the last objection to the 
judiciary.”

Did Not Foree Him Into 
Suffrage Line. 


DECRIES SUCH METHODS 


Mrs. Grace Wilbur Trout, president of 
the Illinois Equal Suffrage association 
said yesterday she thought it was time ahs 
made reply to Statements of the con- 
sressional committee of the national 
suffrage organization concerning the 
blacklist campaign of the committee. 

Mrs. Medill McCormick, chairman of 
the congressional] committee, gave out an 
interview asserting that Congressman 
James R. Mann had been frightened into 
falling in line for woman suffrage by the 
blacklist campaign which the committee 
is Waging against him. Mrs. Trout re- 
plies that if it had been the blacklist 
Congressman Mann feared, he would 


weg written to the committee and not to 
er. 


Letter Preceded Blacklist. 

Her statement follows: 

“It was not fear of a blacklist that 

brought forth Mr. Mann's letter stating 
he stood in favor of the political equality 
of the sexes. 
A letter had been sent to Mr. Mann 
from the state association long before 
blacklisting had been suggested by the 
National American Woman's Suffrage 
association, and he had written a let- 
ter showing his kindness toward the 
cause, 

After the blacklisting list yas pub- 
lished there was a constant call at our 
office to know how Mr. Mann stood. I 
wrote him again. Had it been fear that 
prompted his letter he would have writ- 
ten to the association that stood for 
blacklisting, not to the state association 
that voted against this policy. 


Opposes Militant Methods. 

“ Blacklisting is a form of militancy, 
and we must not adopt in our work in 
America destructive methods. We must 
do constructive work. I do not believe 
there really are any anti-suffragists in 
America. People are opposed to their 
own wrong conceptions, not to the great 
principle of equal suffrage itself. 

It is illogical and unscientific to black- 
list candiates because it simply cements 
and strengthens opposition. By kind- 
ness and reason We dispel opposition, and 
those who are honestly opposed are soon 
working with us.“ 


How Mr. Mann Replied. 

Then she gave out the following letter, 
which she received from Congressmap 
Mann: 

„My Dear Mrs. Trout: Referring to 
your kind favor of recent date, I beg to 
say, while I have never taken any active 
part in the woman's suffrage matter, I 
have always been in favor of the politi- 
cal equality of the sexes, as my mother 
and my wife are also.

New York, Sept. 20.—Upstate returns 
late tonight swung James W. Wadsworth 
Jr. into the lead over William M. Calder 
in the race for the Republican nomina- 
tion for United States senator. 

Virtually complete returns from Great- 
er New York and 2,592 out of 3,178 dia- 
tricts upstate show these figures: Wads- 
worth, 75,157; Calder, 74,819; Hill, $0,371. 
This gives Wadsworth a plurality over 
Calder of 338. As Wadsworth was ex- 
pected to draw his chief strength from 
upstate, his friends insist that returns 
from approximately 500 remaining dis- 
tricts will increase his plurality mate- 
rially. 

Frederick M. Davenport continued to 
increase his plurality over former Gov. 
William Sulzer for the Progressive gub- 
ernatorial nomination. 


Glynn Probably by 125,000. 
Gov. Glynn, Distfiet Attorney Whit- 
man, and Ambassador Gerard continued

Democratic gubernatorial, Republican 
gubernatorial, and Democratic senatorial 
nominations, respectively. 

With a majority of almost 100,000 al- 
ready established over John 4.

OVERDOING CENSORSHIP 

Althought that former earth-shaker and hero of 
romance, the war correspondent, now has fallen 
upon evil days and finds none so poor to do him 
reverence, is it not possible that his fortunes may 
mend from now on? Is not the drastic censorship 
of this war developing unnecessary evils which 
even the stern military mind may be led to appre- 
ciate? Or failing such enlightenment will not 
statesmen overrule their generals in favor of a 
more sensible and profitable policy? 
The classical instance of indiscreet publicity is 
the publication in Paris of the movements of the 
French army before Gravelotte. But that sort 
of fatal leakage could be stopped by means more 
intelligent and less extreme than those adopted 
today. There is real need for authoritative writ- 
ing of a nonofficial character. If men of proved 
reliability and consequent standing in their pro- 
fession w admitted on honor, enbject only to 
rational censorship, the public could be given infor- 
mation it bas a right to without jeopardizing mili- 
tary plans. 

Furthermore, there would be a check on sensa- 
tional rumor and unjust accusations. The cor 
respondents who signed the round robin on the 
conduct of the German army as observed by them 
did a service to Germany in spite of humiliating 
German official methods. 

Reputable and responsible journals will send 
reputable and responsible representatives whose 
observations would be important even when dras- 
tically censored and whose record of events would 
prove after the campaign of value at least to 
history. Military ideas of efficiency and propriety 
are necessarily narrow, and while they should pre- 
vail for the period of danger, they should be miti- 
gated so far as safety or military success permits.

Now that Tur TRIBUNE has gotten its Ger- 
man number out of its system—vide this 
morning’s issue—it is perhaps preparing for 
its White Man’s number, and I send the in- 
closed as a contribution to the same.

We hear from many readers to the same effect, 
and the plea is usually for “fairness.” Evidently 
we are held “unfair” when we print news or 
views favorable to the Germans and “ unfair” 
when we print news or views favorable to the 
allies. Are we, in spite of our effort to be fair to 
both sides, unfair to both sides? 

After publishing column after column of matte: 
which the partisans of the allies call “ pro-Ger- 
man we are bitterly accused of being anti-Ger- 
man. In spite of this accusation, on the other 
hand, we are accused of being pro-German. And 
all this in the name of “ fairness "! 

Every newspaper which tries to be neutral is 
having the same rather amusing experience. They 
are being abused by parties on all sides who, with 
a laughable unconsciousness of their own bias, 
demand justice when what they wish is partisan- 
ship. Readers who believe Germany is wrong 
were entirely satisfied to have all the news come 
from London, Paris, and Antwerp and all the 
British and French polemics published in full. 
Readers of contrary sympathy do not protest 
against any publication in favor of their own side 

Tue Trisune has no bias, and real neutrals, we 
feel confident, do not see any. But partisans wil! 
continue to accuse us from their own viewpoints; 
which accusations, we must remind them, cancel 
each other and renew our confidence in the recti- 
tude of our own practice.

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ST. VITUS’ DANCE. 

OON after the school work begins 

there is a moderate outbreak of 

St. Vitus’ dance. Some children, 

accustomed to the free life of the 

summer season, chafe at once upon 
being confined during school hours, and 
from this chafing results the form of 
breakdown called St. Vitus’ 
dance. 

That ie the exceptional course, ‘The 
rule is that the nervous children quiet 
down after a few days. Then they run 
an uneventful course for some weeks. 
Then the mothers note that they tire 
easily; they complain of headaches often; 
they are flabby. Some of them have 
night terrors, some are restless in their 
sleep, dream all night about their school 
work, and wake up in the morning un- 
refreshed. Some are irritable, cross, sen- 
sitive; some are fidgety. 

A close observing mother will accept 
these symptoms for what they mean—a 
lack of nervous poise—and, warned by 
them, will seek to avoid trouble. Her 
child is suffering from overwork. It may 
be that the work would not even be hard 
work for another child, but for this one 
it is overwork. It may be that it would 
not be overwork in a cooler, or better 
ventilated, or a clean or quieter school- 
room. Or it would not be overwork if 
the child's sight were better, or the 
blackboard did not shine, or the light was 
not so bad. 

If the warning is not heeded the child 
persistently begins to jerk—maybe a 
hand, shoulder, or head; or there comes 
a facial twitch. It does no good to scold 
or blame. In fact, it does harm to even 
notice the peculiarity. 

It may be that the mother knows that 
her child has seen some other twitching 
child and is imitating him. The fact that 
the spasm is the result of imitation does 
not mean that the imitating child should 
be whipped or even scolded. 


—>— 

If the condition is left unatterded to the 
jerking may be so violent as to keep the 
child in bed. Or the joints may become 
inflamed, the condition being then called 
acute rheumatic chorea. 

In recent years we have learned that in 
rheumatism bacteria are circulatingin 
the blood as well as resting in the joints. 
This explains why so many girls with 
rheumatic chorea develop heart disease 
and why some of them die. 

When the jerking is noticed the parents 
must get busy to discover where the trou- 
ble lies. If the school ventilati n is bad 
it must be improved or the ciiid must 
drop out of school. If the eyes or the 
throat is wrong the condition must be 
remedied.

whose remarkable interview pledg- 
ing the loyalty of the 80,000,000 
Moslems in India to the British 
crown in the present war was 
cabled at length to this country on Thurs- 
da y last, is fully qualified to make a prom- 
ise of this nature and to speak in the 
name of his co-religionists in King 
George's huge oriental empire. 
Although he has volunteered to serve 
himself as a private in any regiment of 
infantry of the Indian expeditionary 


force, he enjoys the spiritual allegiance 


and veneration of Mahometans in all 
parts of the world and exercises a far 
greater authority over them than any 
temporal ruler or potentate. 

This is due to the fact that he Is a direct 
descendant from the prophet's daughter, 
Fatima, married to her cousin, Ali, who 
after Mahomet’s death succeeded to his 
supremacy as caliph.

Aga Khan is often spoken of as the 
leader of the Khojas, the Khojas being a 
dect of the Shiah Moslems who accept 
Ismail as the last of the revealed Imams. 
This sect flourishes not merely in India, 
but in Persia, Arabia, Afghanistan, 
throughout Africa. along the central 
Asian steppes, in Egypt, China, the Dutch 
Indies, and even in the Philippines. 

However, his spiritual authority as its 
supreme head extends far beyond its im- 
mediate denomination, indeed, to all other 
Moslems. 

Aga Khan, who made an extensive tour 
of the United States seven years ago, at- 
tended by a large suite, talks English per- 
fectly and has received, save in religious 
matters, an essentially English educa- 
tion. 

He ie an adept at golf and at tennis, 
plays polo, and keeps the largest and 
most succesful racing stable in India. 

His wealth is enormous and is con- 
stantly supplemented by tributes from 
his religious followers in all portions of 
the Moslem world. 

They comprise the costliest sables that 
come to him from the Buriats of Mon- 
golia, ivory from Africa, sitke from 
China, and precious stones from Burmah. 

He makes his principal residence on the 
Malaber hills at Bombay, where he has 
a beautiful palace situated in superb 
grounds. Im the hot season he moves 
to his exquisite villa at Poonah. 

Besides, he has residences at Damascus, 
Bushire, Muscat, Dar-es-Salem, Teheran, 
and in numerous other places, including 
London, the staff of servants employed 
in keeping up all these abodes number- 
ing several thousand.

It is natural that England should treat 
him with the utmost distinction and ac- 
cord to him a still greater regard than 
to the Nizam of Hyderabad, the Gaekwar 
of Baroda, and the other great Indian 
rulers. It is of inestimable advantage to 
Britain to be able to influence a man 
whose religious authority is as unques- 
tioned on the shores of the great lakes of 
Africa and in Nigeria as it is in India, 
in Central Agia, in Arabia, and in the 
Mosiem provinces of China.

The Koran, that is to say, the Khadissei 
portion thereof, strictly provides that the 
caliph must be a lineal descendant of the 
prophet who founded the faith and pre- 
sumably the descendant who can show 
the most unbroken line of ancestry. 

No one possesses these qualifications to 
the same extent ag Aga Khan, the descent 
of the grand shereef of Mecca being much 
more remote and indirect. 

As for the Sultan of Turkey, his claims 
to the caliphate area subject for derision, 
since they are based on an alleged but by 
no means authenticated cession of the 
dignity to Sultan Selim, the conqueror 
of Egypt, by the last Fatimate caliph at

Federal Reserve Board 
Hears Rate of Foreign 
Exchange Goes Up. 


NEW DEMANDS CAUSE. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT } 

Washington, P. C., Sept. 29.—[Special. } 
~Indications that the gold pool of $100,- 
000,000 being formed by the bankers to 
discharge this country’s commercial debt 
is not achieving the desired results caused 
the federal reserve board considerable 
anxiety today. 

It was expected that the formation of 
this pool would operate at once to keep 
down the rate of foreign exchange. This 


surprise that the quotation of foreign ex- 
change on New York had risen to $5 to 
the pound sterling. | 

The session of the board, which was 
called for the consideration of class C 
directors of the regional reserve banks, 
abandoned all other business to discuss 
this development. A telegram was im- 
mediately sent to the gold pool committee 
in New York inquiring the reason for this 


failure of the plan to keep down the ex 
change rate. 


Committee Sends Explanation. 

The gold pool committee replied that it 
is confronted by an unexpected contin- 
gency. The demand for foreign ex- 
change, the committee said, had suddenly 
developed in a much greater volume than 
was anticipated. This was due to the 
demands for foreign exchange to satisfy 
commitments due Oct. 1, made by hun- 
dreds of business men who until the last 
few days had not made known their wants 
to the bankers. 

In addition, the committee said, a large 
importation of hosiery had arrived in the 
United States, payment for which the im- 
porters were endeavoring to arrange. 
The board will give the situation con- 
sideration tomorrow. 


Crop Moving Funds. 

Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo to- 
day made public the distribution of 813, 
000,000 of the $34,000,000 deposits of gov- 
ernment funds in the national banks to 
aid in the movement of the crops. 

IMinois so far has received $1,200,000; 
Indiana, $150,000, and Iowa, $250,000. No 
deposits have been made in Michigan and 
Wisconsin. The largest amount, $1,550,- 
000, has gone to Missouri. Maryland has 
received $1,450,000; Kentucky, $1,375,000, 
and New York, $1,000,000. 

The secretary was silent on his charges 
of hoarding and usury and his announced 
intentions of punishing such offenders by 
withdrawing government deposits and re- 
fusing emergency currency. He has called 
for an explanation from the southern 
banker who retracted his charge that 
New York banks exacted 7 per cent in- 
terest. 

The Chicago and St. Louis clearing 
houses so far have failed to follow the 
example of New Yotk in demanding proof 
of the secretary that exorbitant interest 
rates are being charged in those cities.

Defense Seeks to Put Aggres- 
sive on Slain Man. 


‘EDITOR DEFENDED SELF.’ 


Alleged Plot and Fake Phone Call 
Testified To. 


Lincoln, III.. Sept. 29.—[Special.}]—The 
charge that Carl Person was decoyed 
from his office by a false telephone mes- 
sage and attacked by Antone Musser was 
told in detail today by witnesees for the 
defense in the trial of the labor editor who 
is alleged to have killed his assailant, a 
strike breaker.

Person Victim of Plot? 

That Person was the victim of a plot“ 
by strike breakers in the Illinois Central 
shops who sought to put Person out of 
business was the basis of the defense’s 
case. Through Samuel Hagler, a farmer, 
who the defense declared bore a warning 
of the “ conspiracy " against Person, At- 
torney Comerford offered to show that 
Person was moved by apprehension of 
danger to carry a revolver. Judge W. K. 
Whitfield ruled that the witness remain 
within call, to testify after Person him- 
self had gone on the stand. 


Threatened to Get“ Person?

The Sweet Date. 


HE date is not an acid fruit as we 

get it. It is said, however, that the 

Arab sometimes suffers from eat- 

ing dates, because he _ indulges 

when they are but half ripe, and the 

acid in them with tannin makes him 

sick, but this is rare. We know some- 

thing of the violent effects of the acid of 

green apples or, at any rate, small coun- 
try boys know. 

~~ 


When the date is ripe the Arab eats 
astonishing quantities out of hand, as we 
do, or in a larger number of combina- 
tions than we know anything about. A 
chapter of a very large and fine new 
book on Date Growing in the Old and 
New. Warlds,“ by Paul B. Popenoe, 1913. 
is devoted this subject of how the Arab 
eats his dates. 

He says that in Tripolitania, which the 
Italians know so much about since their 
recent warfare there, that natives will 
eat six pounds of dates between sunrise 
and sunset; that it is their principal food 
during half the year; that they consume 
several pounds a day regularly through- 
out their lives, and that they ale among 
the healthiest and most vigorous mem- 
bers of the human race. 


—_~- 


One of the meat accompaniments of 
dates in the Sahara it is not pleasant te 
mention. It is said that Mohammed con- 
sidered cucumbers a particularly good 
accompaniment of dates. He is quoted 
concerning various articles of diet. The 
habit of drinking a great deal of inilk 
with the date is said to be universal, prob- 
ably because so much sweetness excites 
thirst. Milk has the advantage of mak- 
ing the whole a well balanced diet, and it 
is said that most of the Arab methods of

—unconscious dietetics. 
says: 

The simplest way and one of the most 
popular in the Sahara is to split the fruit. 
remove the seed. and then fill the cavity 
with a chunk of butter; this is usually 
done at the table as they are eaten. Of 
course the butter for this purpose must 
be unsaJted. This manner of eating the 
date has been popular throughout the 
Arabic world for centuries, so that it 
has even been recognized by the poets; 
a well known stanza contains the lines: 
1 placed some butter upon a date and 
both the food and the condiment were 
rendered delicious.“ At Bagdad and in 
other regions where buffalo cream is 
available it is allowed to clot thickly and 
used as a substitute for butter.” 

Mr. Popenoe described: as composed 
of dates, butter and honey, the khabis. 
a date dish very famous in literature. 
Mohammed was so pleased when he sam- 
pled it from the hand of the concoctor 
that he raised his hands and prayed that 
the best favors might light upon the man. 
The dish means complete happiness.“

Because of the danger of injury char- 
acteristic of such a strenuous sport as 
football, high school students desirous 
of becoming candidates for the various 
elevens representing schools in the Chi- 
cago, Suburban, and Catholic leagues 
have encountered considerable difficulty 
this season in gaining parental consent 
to play, as is required by the board rules. 

Although the game is reduced to as 
nearly a sane basis as possible, parents 
in most cases have not become acquainted 
with the changes which have tended to 
cut déwn the casualty list to a minimum. 
Bach year the objections have been as 
strenuous as in the preceding season, but 
in many cases the student, with consid- 
erable persuasive power, has been able to 
win over pater and mater. 


Injury Tales Exaggerated. 

Now and then it comes to pass that some 
youngster meets with injury. Usually 
such damage inflicted is not at all serious For 
the time being the injury causes a temporary 
cessation of the respiratory organs, but with- 
in a few minutes the player is acting normally. 

Then some wild eyed fellow students rush 
downtown and tell an uncensored tale about 
John Smith breaking half a dozen ribe, crack- 
ing a leg, or fracturing an arm. Papa and 
mamma read it the next morning and imme- 
diately orders are issued for sonny to discard 
his football togs, forget the game forever, and 
devote the remainder of his life to no more 
strenuous pastime than ping pong.

Residents Find Oil Washed Away 
by Storms.

Glen Dale, in Chicago’s extreme north- 
west side, has discovered through D. K. 
MacMillan, assistant state entomologist, 
peculiar fell mosquito conditions. 

The sudden cold weather of last week, 
followed by warm weather, caused a 
nature freak in the matter of mosquito 
propagation. When the temperature 
grew moderate the workers of Glen Dale 
relaxed their vigilance, believing the mos- 
quitoes had been driven to permanent hid- 
ing by the cool spell. Al was peaceful 
for a short time, when suddenly the citi- 
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seek shelter, but the warm sun drew then 


from their hiding. 
Test New t. 

Reports from Glen Dale still show that 
in the mornings numberless mosquitoes 
are found in the basements, but as yet 
there has been no fumigating. This opera- 
tion will be carried on under the super- 
vision of Mr. MacMillan. 

He has given orders for the use of pyr- 
ethrum, to be burned in the same manner 
as sulphur, because of the absence of 
the choking fumes characteristic of gu- 
phur, which tarnish all silver. If pyr- 
ethrum is to be used, the same quantity 
as of sulphur will be sufficient—that is, 
two pounds to the thousand cubic feet.

CHICAGO OPERA 
DESPITE WAR 


Deal Reported Closed with 
Aborns Whereby Century 
Company Comes Here. 


BEGIN ON ABOUT NOV. 23. 


The Century Opera company of New 
York will give six or eight weeks of grand 
opera in Chicago this winter. 

Information from the offices of Milton 
and Sargent Aborn, the directors of the 
Century company, indicates that the Chi- 
cago Grand Opera company, which holds 
the lease on the Auditorium theater, has 
accepted the terms offered by the Aborns 
for grand opera. 

When the Chicago organization an- 
nounced the suspension of its season be- 
cause the war made it impossible to bring 
over the necessary continental singers, 
at least $100,000 had been spent on scen- 
ery, costumes, and the like. On top of 
that the Chicagoans had a lease on their 
hands. Almost immediately negotiations 
with the Century company were opened. 


Open About Nov. 23. 

The exact date of the season has not 
been given out, but it is thought that the 
Century will open here about Nov. 28. 

A number of the Century singers have 
been heard at Ravinia park in recent 
years. This year, however, the Aborn 
brothers have engaged several new prin- 
cipale and the New York critics declare 
the opera to be noticeably better than 
that given by the company last year. 

The Century company opened its New 
York season on Sept. 14 with “ Romeo and 
Juliet,” which went welt. Carmen” 
followed, and then a revival of Rossini’s 
“William Tell,” which hae not deen 
heard in this country for almost twenty 
years. 

Repertory Is Large. 

In the repertory of the company are

Judge Uhlir, who said: ‘“ This is the 
most flagrant abuse of police power this 
court has had come under its observation 
for many a day.“ 

Charges will be filed with the civil serv- 
ice commission against Hobbs. 

Hobbs told the court he was off duty 
and riding home with Fred R. Shepherd, 
secretary of the Crerar Adams company, 
who said he had been followed several 
nights by men whose appearance exciteé 
suspicion. Hobbs declared that at the 
request of Shepherd he alighted to ques- 
tion two men he saw standing at Irving 
Park boulevard and Clarendon avenue. 
“They refused to tell me who they 
were,“ Detective Hobbs said, and, point- 
ing to Mr. Riding, continued: And 
when I showed my star he showed two 
stars on his belt, which I did not rec- 
ognize as police stars, and told me to be 
‘on my way.’ He bumped against me, 
pushed me, and hit me.“ 


Shepherd Supports Hobbs. 

Mr. Shepherd appeared as a witness 
in support of the detective. 

The stars were introduced, one num- 
bered 233, and inscribed “‘ Officer of Coun- 
ty Court of Cook County.“ the other num- 
bered 120 and inscribed ‘* Chicago Police 
Staff. 

One of the stars was sent to Mr. Ridings 
with the compliments of the mayor and 
the other was presented to him by a man 
whose name he missed at their introduc- 
tion, he told the court. 

Mr. Davis, taking the stand, related 
that he and Mr. Ridings had gone home 
together from their theaters and had 
stopped in front of his home at 700 Irving 
Park boulevard. They were chatting 
there, he said, when an electric automo- 
bile drove up. 


Two Men Get Out. 
“These two gentlemen got out,“ Mr.

WARNED OF DEATH 


The secret of the slaying of Joseph 
D’ Andrea, Sicilian union leader, may be- 
come public. 

The police, in possession of the under 
lying facts of the labor-Mafia battle held 
responsible, last night searched through 
„Little Sicily for three men. The three 
men sought are, according to police in- 
formation, the assassins hired to kil} 
D'Andrea. Meanwhile the inquest inte 
his death has been postponed until Oct. 
7, pending this search. > 

D’ Andrea, president of the Tunnel Min- 
ers’ and Sewer Diggers’ union, was shot 
Sept. 16 as he left a union meeting at Hod 
Carriers’ hall, West Harrison street and 
South Green street. 


Sawed Off Shotgun Used. 

The weapon with which D'Andrea was 
shot was the typical sawed off Italian 
shotgun, the kind used in most of the 
assassinations of the Sicilian quarter. 
Seventeen slugs struck him. It is now 
suspected that they were coated with a 
deadly poison, as 4 threatening letter he 
received before his death announced they 
would be. 

Wulle he lay at the point of death a 
relay of detectives sat by his bedside at 
University hospital gathering wisps of 
his story. 

On Monday D’Andrea died and it was 
given out by the police that he had in- 
sisted he did not know his assailants or 
their motive. But last night it was 
learned that much of the puzale had been 
warped out by the detectives. 


Fought Men’s Battles. 

D' Andrea came to Chicago from Siet d 
twelve years ago and went to work as 
sewer digger. He organized the union 
of which he was the head and fought Its 
battles until his class of labor claimed 
an increase in daily wage from $1.50 a 
day to $3.20. Two years ago he gained 
affiliation with the American Federation 
of Labor. Meanwhile D’ Andrea acquired 
property worth about $50,000. 

As he built his success he acquired ene- 
mies, some of them within his organiza- 
tion. Recently he received letters prom- 
ising him death by poisoned bullets. 

According to D’ Andrea's dying declara- 
tion at the hospital, the Monday before 
the shooting he had patched up his quar- 
rels with the opposing faction in the union 
and felt that he was going into a love f@te 
at the next meeting. 


FP Foe’s Bodyguard Jailed. 

His avowed enemy's hired bodyguard, 
a Sicilian gunman often arrested and once 
convicted of murder, had been sent away 
to Joliet for parole violation despite the 
political influences bebind him, and the 
way appeared clear for final peace. 

“Then for the first time in my 1 
went out without a revolver in my pock- 
et,” D' Andrea told the bedside watch. 
And they got me.” 

When D’ Andrea died he left behind him 
the name of the man he believed re- 
sponsibie for his finish. 

Mrs. D’Andrea has been in Burope some 
weeks. She went to Russia to attend the 
wedding of a sister, and has been unable 
to return because of the war.

| NEWS AND GOSSIP OF BOARD OF TRADE. 


Reviewing the present corn prospect, George 
H. Phillips ald: 4 thorough canvases of the 
seven surplus corn states indicates an improve- 
ment since Sept. 1 In the corn crop prospect of 
1% to 9 per cent, but over 1,000 replies received 
to the inquiry, How does the present corn crop 
prospect compere with a year ago?’ indicate a 
corn crop of only 2,668,000,000 bu. One of the 
surprises of the canvas was the reports from 
Iowa, which, even with considerable improve- 
ment in spots since Sept. 1. indicate a crop of 
846,000 000, or 19,000,000 less than the govern- 
ment Sept. 1 report. 

** Checking the replies to the question, we find 
a remarkable confirmaiion of the government 
figures with the exception of those for lowa, 
and we have found our reporte in the past so 
correct that we expect to see the next govern- 
ment report lower the lowa crop prospect. A 
careful ahalysis of the figures representing the 
present corn crop prospect suggests, with this 
year’s carry over, which is nothing, a supply no 
larger than a year ago, when the carry over was 
large. Our reports indicate only 46 per cent as 
much old corn in lowa as a year ago, $1.4 per 
cent as much in Illinois, 40.5 per cent in Indi- 
ana, and 48 per cent in Ohio. Wich so little old 
corn back there will be little for market, and 
the indications are for the lightest October 
receipts of old corn on record. There will be an 
earlier movement than usual, made possible by 
the fine and unusual quality of the corn at so 
early a date and made necessary by the abso- 
lute depletion of old crop supplies.

RESERVE PLAN FACTOR. 


Present inability of certain New York 
banks to take care of their American 
clients has led the latter to seek to enlarge 
their banking connections with Chicago 
institutions. One important railroad 
closely affiliated with a New York bank- 
ing house has turned to the west for ac- 
commodation in the present situation and 
has arranged considerable borrowings.

NEW RECORD FOR EXPORTS 
ESTABLISHED AT NEW YORK. 


Shipments of Last Week Exceed by 
$3,222,000 the Total of Those of 
the Same Period in 1913. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—The financial 
district found’ encouragement today in 
the record of exports of merchandise from 
this port for the last week. The figures 
exceed by almost $8,000,000 the total for 
the previous week and show an increase 
of $3,222,000 over the same week of 1918. 
To this important factor and increased 
offerings of cotton and grain bills were 
attributed the diminished activity in for- 
eign exchange at lower rates. 

The approach of the final quarter of the 
year, with its interest and dividend re- 
quirements, was primarily responsible 
for the withdrawal of much of the money 
recently offered in this market. The sup- 
ply today was extremely small, with a 
falling off in demand for commercial pa- 
per, except by interior banks. 

Another interesting development was 
the decline in prices for the new city notes. 
The three year issue was down almost 
1 per cent, due, it was said, to heavy 
selling from unexpected quarters. There 
were further private sales of unlisted 
bonds and notes at the stock exchange, 
but the volume of business was smaller 
than on the preceding day. 

The gold pool eontinued its activities with 
intimations of a definite statement of its ac- 
complishments before the end of the week. 
It was learned that at least five of the reserve 
cities have announcd their willingness to sub- 
ecribe more than their quota to the $100,000,000 
fund if necessary. 

Steel trade advices offered little in the way 
of encouragement, tacoming business being 
reported as the smallest in some years.
